Governor Taft is known. as one high 
official expressed it, ‘‘to be thoroughly 
wrapped up in his work In the Pnhilip- 
pines."’ His ambition has been to round 
out his career as a justice of the United 
States supreme court, but he has become 
imbued so entirely with the spirit of the 
great work to be accomplished in the 
Philippines and so perfectly in Sympa- 
thy with the ideas of the best classes of 
the inhabitants that he hesitated to re- 
linquish his post at this time, even to 
accept the distinguished honor the presi- 
dent offered to confer on him.

Dr. Fox on Stand. 

Dr. Amos Fox was put upon the stand 
and was sworn by Assistant City Attorney 
Hill.

He thought the potice board could 
manage the department far better than 
council could. Dr. Fox said he considered 
it bad policy to put men back on the force 
who had been discharged for drunken- 
ness. It was hard to tell when a man had 
reformed. 

Captain English began asking Dr. Fox 
Some questions, when Chairman Key in- 
voked the resolution which prohibited 
any one but a member of the commit ee 
examining the witnesses. Captain Eng- 
lish had asked one or two questions and 
said he had nothing further to suggest. 

Dr, Fox announced himself as opposed 
to pensioning policemen. He said there 
were .too many pension burdens now. 
But he considered the force could be 
greatly improved by the civil service 
plan, 

‘Don’t you think these factional differ- 
ences in the board tend to destroy public 
confidence in: the board and in the de- 
partment?’’ asked Mr. Hynds. 

“T don’t know about that,’’ Dr. Fox re- 
plied. “As Captain Brotherton said, ff 
these newspaper men didn’t go around 
stirring this thing up the public wouldn't 
know anything about it and it would be 
all right.’’ ns 

This concluded the examination of Dr. 
Fox and Alderman Inman then called at- 
tention to an editorial in The News. which 
intimated that the members of the board 
might be called upon to resign. 

“T think this paper is prejudging our 
action,"’ Mr. Inman said. “I wouldn't 
think so much of the matter except that 
Mr. Beck, who is prominently connected 
with this paper, is also a member of our 
committee. I certainly have said nothing 
to Mr. Beck or any one else ag to what 
our action might be. I would like to hear 
from Mr. Beck on the matter.” 

“TI gaw the editorial for the first time 
since I have been sitting here this even- 
ing,’’ Mr. Beck said. ‘““My connection with 
the paper fs as business manager, and I 
have very little more to do with the news 
or editorial end of the paper than you 
gentiernen here. The information did not 
come from me, for I assure you I would 
not in any way attempt ™% prejudge the 
action of the committee.’’ 

Day Called to Stand. 

Police Commissioner 8. Ward Day was 
then called to the stand and sworn. 

He made a lengthy statement as to why 
he had voted for apd urved the election 
of ex-Policeman Key as a supernumerary. 
He thoroughly investigated Key’s record 
he sald, before taking any action in the 
matter, and had heard nothing but good 
of him on every hand. He said he found 
that Mr. Key had been on the force live 
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vears and had never been suspended or 
reprimanded. He talked with merchants, 
he said, and they told him Mr. Key had 
made one of the best policemen they had 
known.

CHINA GROANS 
UNDER BURDEN 


Utterly Unable To Pay the 
Indemnity on a Gold 
Basis. 


- -— 


Washington, January. 13.—The state de- 

eget has been informed by Minister 
fonger that the Chinese government has 
brofessed its utter inability to pay the 
Chinese indemnity on a gold basis under 
bresent conditions, and has suggested 
that if the powers insist upon such pay- 
ments of the indemnity, then China 
should be allowed to collect the import 
duties in gold. 

This would practically amount to dou- 
dling the customs receipts, gold standing 
In the ratio of about 1 to 2 to silver. 
Secretary Hay has replied that, as far 
as the [United States is concerned, having 
agreed to accept the payment of indem- 
nity on a silver basis, it could not, of 
course, consider this last proposition. 

The attitude of.the United States gov- 
ernment is thus maintained consistently, 
while at the same time the American 
export trade is protected from a severe 
hiow which would be dealt by the dou- 
bling of duties on these goods when they 
enter China. Various propositions have 
been broached by the other powers that 
most strongly urged being of British 
Origin and looking to the reduction of 
the instalments of indemnity through a 
considerable extension of the present 
forty-year period in which the total was 
to be paid. It is felt here that the only 
logical solution of the problem is a sub- 
mission of the matter to The Hague tri- 
Lunal.

A Change in the Law. 

An unlooked for change in the general 
tax law passed at the recent session of 
the general assembly, was discovered 
yesterday when attorneys called to gee 
the comptroller general in the interest 
of parties who desire to establish head- 
quarters in Georgia for selling patent 
farming implements and other patent 
articles. 

The law puts a special tax of $3 a 
year on all peddlers of such articles why 
do not have an establisned place of busi- 
ness. Heretofore the law has specifically 
stated that parties were exempt from 
the tax only in such counties where they 
had established places of business, and 
were liable for the tax if they peddled 
these articles in other counties. 

Under the present law, ‘a0Owever, ag 
stated in paragraph 2 of the generai 
tax act, if a party establishes a head 
branch in any county in the state, he can 
peddle these articles in every other coun- 
ty without paying the tax. 
General Wright consulted the attorney 
general on the subject and Judge Hart 
reacned the conclusion that if a party 
established a headquarters, he could ped- 
die these articles all over the state with- 
out paying the specific tax. The comp- 
troller general is of the opinion that the 
law was amended in some manner with- 
out the general assembly being aware of 
the fact.

The statement made by President Ham- 
fiion Douglas, of the board of education, 
to the finance committee of council yes- 
terday afternoon, to the effect that there 
are more than 700 white children who 
have been actually denied admission to 
the public schools so far this vear, 
coupled with. the fact that of the 26.159 
school children tn Atlanta only 12,876 of 
them attend the public schools, make 
what is by far the most Startling an- 
anouncement that has yet been made 
regarding municipal affairs. 

These statements were made while Pres. 
ident. Hamilton Douglas, Superintendent 
Slaton and Assistant Superintendent L. 
M. Landrum were urging the finance 
committee to make such an appropria- 
tion to the department of schools as will 
enable the loard of education to erect 
three new school houses this year and 
provide for teachers to take charge of 
classes in them.

A Shame, but True. 

“The result is,’ declared the president 
of the board, “that instead of having 
enough room in our schools to open our 
arms to the children, the board of edu- 
cation is placed in the attitude of dis- 
couraging education among children. it 
1s a Shame, but it ig true. Take the one 
matter of mischievous children and you 
have an example. If a child in the pub- 
lic schools does not behave himself we 
do not worry with him.

man Harwell, who is a member of the 
finance committee, 

Seven Hundred Forced Out. 

“About 700 I should say,’’ responded 
Superintendent Slaton. ‘ 

“That is not Aear enough if you mean 
the number who want educational facifi- 
ties, but who cannot get them,” put in 
President Douglas. 

“I was speaking of the approximate 
number who had actually been refused 
admission,”’ said the superintendent. 

President Douglas then stated that 
many of the children were not in school 
because their parents did not care to 
send them unattended across the city for 
a mile or more: this applying in cases 
where they could not-secure seats in the 
schools nearest their homes. 

“What becomes of these children?” 
asked Alderman Inman, the chairman of 
the committee. 

“Some of them.’ replied President Doug- 
las. “are put in private schools anh@ many 
of the boys go to work and thus miss 
altogether the benefits of an education.” 

“And some of them,’ volunteered Super- 
intendent Slaton. “stand about the streets 
smoking cigarettes and acquiring other 
had habits. You handle them in the po- 
lice court later on.” 

The members of the finance committee 
seemed impressed by what had _ been 
Stated by the rapresentatives from the 
department of education. President Doug- 
las stated that the board wanted to erect 
three new school houses, one in West 
End, another on South Boulevard and 4 
third on North avenue. .

If éither Judge Roan or Solicitor Gen- 
eral Hill were in anv way superstitious, 
both would be going about today wearing 
uneasy and dissatisfied expressions upon 
their faces, for on vesterday, the i3th of 
the month. thirteen cases were tried by 
Solicitor Hill, and thirteen sentences were 
passed by Judge Roan. 

A morphine fiend, W. N. Kennedy, who 
was tried for assault with intent to mur- 
der E. T. Mize, and found guilty of 
“shooting at another,’’ proved to be the 
most interesting case that come up yes- 
terday. 

Consternation was caused in the court 
room when Kennedy poured from his bot- 
tle a handful of the deadly drug and, in 
the sight of all the spectators, ate the 
narectic with great relish. The strain of 
the trial had been too great for Kennedy's 
nerves, and as soon as the jury returned 
with a verdict he seemed to be so shat- 
tered and unstrung that he could hardly 
control himself. The drug seemed to quiet 
kim 

“Kennedy, IT told vou when you were 
here before that vou would be tin the 
chaingang in less than twelve months WU 
you did not quit the morphine habit,” 
said Judge Roan to the prisoner when he 
sfood up to receive his sentence, “and it 
was as I predicted, vou are here Ddefore 
me now. having just been tried for a 
serious offense. I give you twelve months 
on the public works and six monthe In 
the Fulton county jail, and I hope after 
vou have served vour time you will be 
cured of the drug habit.’’ 

With tears streaming down his cheeks, 
Kennedy betged the court to make hia 
sentene lighter. but he pleaded in vain.

Cheap pistols 
and mean liquor cause more devilment 
mand mischief than anv other two things 
in the world."

$1,000,000,000? Senator Hoar has heard of 
such a citizen, and his mention of the 
unnamed billionaire is exciting a& good 
deal of speculation. The Post has no 
doubt that the senator stated a fact—the 
fact that he had heard that wondrous 
story—but Tne Post does not believe that 
such a man lives in this or any other 
land beneath the sun. It may be possi- 
ble, although we doubt it seriously, that 
one American citizen is worth $200,000,000, 
and that there are several others whose 
fortunes vary from $59,000,000 to $160,000,000, 
but that billionaire passes our belief like 
a fairy tale. 

It is a rare occurence for the estate of 
a wealthy decendent to “cut up” or “pan 
out’ half the ante-modern estimate. Ex- 
pected heirs are as likely to find the lia- 
bilities in excess of the assets ag to fully 
realize their hopes.

DR. G. R. GLENN 


Eminent Educator Delivers 
Address Before North 
CarolinaLegislature 


Raleigh, N. C., January 13.—(Special.)— 
By invitation, Dr. G. R. Glenn, of Geor- 
gia, assistant to Dr. J. L. M. Curry in the 
Inanagement of the Peabody fund, made 
an educational address before both houses 
of the legislature today, strongly com- 
mending the atate’s example in educa- 
tional awakening and in behalf of indus- 
trial education.

In the senate the principal bills intro- 
duced were to amend the law regarding 
punishment for seduction, to establish a 
state prison parole commission, composed 
of the governor. attorney general and one 
member appointed by the legislature, to 
allow all divorced persons to remarry, to 
prevent insurance companies from form- 
ing associations and raising rates in 
North Carolina. A resolution making 
members of the legislature ineligible to 
Offices created thereby was defeated. 

Bills were introduced in the house to 
continue the organization of the Winston 
Southbound railroad and to eliminate 
taking oath in case of challenge in pri- 
mary elections. 

A resolution was adopted to ascertain 
the cost end value of the penitentiary 
building and the number of convicts kept 
there, with view of the sale of the build- 
ing. A bill passed repealing the _ dis- 
rensary law in Union county.
